3  (a)  In  General. — Section  1861  (n)  of  the  Social  Se- 

4  curityAct  (42  U.S.C.  1395x(n))  is  amended— 

5  (1)  by  striking  "(n)"  and  inserting  "(n)(l)"; 

6  (2)  by  inserting  "vancomycin  as  described  in 

7  paragraph  (2),"  after  "beds,";  and 

8  (3)  by  adding  at  the  end  the  following: 

9  "(2)  The  vancomycin  described  in  this  paragraph  is 

10  the  antimicrobial  vancomycin  which  is  administered  to  a 

1 1  patient  parenteraUy  using  an  access  derice  that  is  inserted 

12  into  the  body,  if  the  patient's  attending  physician  certifies 

13  that  such  administration  is  for  treatment  of  an  infection
